Mann today declined to interfere in the 

case of Henry Clay Beattie\ Jr., con- 
victed of murdering his wife. \ 

“IT believed that Beattie was) guilty , 

, of the cruel and malicious murder 

of his young wife,’’ said Gov. Mann 


in his decision which dooms — 
to death Nov. #4. 

While I sympathize very ‘pro- 
foundly with the father of Henry 
Clay Beattie Jr., and would be glad 
to help him if I could do so with 
‘proper regard for the public inter- 
ests, I cannot with any considera- 
+ eg of these interests interfere with 

e due execution of the sentence of 
the Court in the Beattie case. 

I followed that case during the. 
trial, and as its horrible facts were 
developed, regretted that a crime so 
cruel and malicious should have oc- 
curred within the confives.of this 
State. In the decision of every ques- 
tion which was presented to the able 
and impartial Judge, whe presided 
at the trial, he was careful to give 
thé benefit of every reasonable doubt 
to the prisoner; his instructions were 
as favorable as the *ounse! for the 
prisoner could have expected; that 
he 4id not err in the admission or 
exclusion of evidence or in his in- 
structions given to the jury is shown 

in the refusal of the Supreme Court 
of Appeals to grant a writ of error. 

-That Beattie is guilty of,a will- 
ful,. deliberate and cruel murder 

‘of his. young wife, I have not the... 
“slightest doubt, nor ts it insisted 
that there shall be any greater 
relief offered than the com u- 
tation of his sentér~~ to itmpris- 
onment for life. 

Nor do I question the wisdom, 
I might add, of the necessity of 
capital punishment in cases where 
human life has been wickedly and 
deliberately taken, 

To grant a respite itn so plain a 
case would be to set a precedent, 
which if I were called upon to 
follow would be to  temporize 
with the law and to encourage 
appeals to the Supreme Court 
with the sole purpose of gaining 
time. 

I believe the best way to pre- 
vent such crimes as this is to 
punish them, adequately, certain- 
ly, speedily. 

Therefore the judgment of the 
Circuit Court of Chesterfield will 
be carried into effect without in- 
terference from me. 


Attorneys for the condemned man 
held their last conference with the 
Governor and just before noon the lat- 
ter announced his decision not to inter- 
fere in any way with the decree of the 
Chesterfield County Court, which was 
sustained by the Supreme Court of Ap- 
peals of the State.

Trustee Removal. Action Begun 
by a Beneficiary in $38,000 
Estate. 


Lewis Tebbetfs Breck, 14 years old. 
by Lloyd H. Rickart as his next friend, 
filed suit in the Circuit Court Wednes- 
day against Lewis B. Tebbetts and Ar- 
thur P. de Camp, asking an account- 
ing from them as trustees under the 
will of Mrs. Ellen M. Breck, mpther of 
the boy, and for their removal as such 
trustees. : 

Mrs. Breck, who was a daughter < of 
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Tebbetts, dfed Dec. 15, 1905, leaving: the 
boy and two daughters, Letitia and Bar- 
bara, who are made technical defend- 
ants in the suit because they are tov 
young te join as plaintiffs. She left her 
property in trust to Tebbetts and De 
Camp, and made them executors. 


On Dec. 14, 1910, according to the pe- 
tition, they made their final settlement, 
showing a balance of $26,771.16. It is al- 
leged that they credited themselves with 
$6642.56 for the education and mainte- 
nance of the children up to that time, 
without authority of the Probate Court. 

Mixing of Funds Charged. 

Part of the estate, it is alleged, 
consisted of two notes, one of the °*L. 
B. Tebbets & Sons Carriage Co. anc 
one of Lewis B. Tebbets individually, 
each for $10,000. Early in 1911 beth 
the company and Tebbetts, it is stat- 
ed, were adjudged bankrupt, and both 
defendants are insolvent. It is al- 
leged that De Camp permitted Teb- 
betts to handle the estate funds al 
that they were mixed with his per- 
sonal and company funds. 


Tebbetfs, it is alleged, gave his 
note to the National Bank of Com- 
merce, secured by bank stock of the 
trust estate, and borrowed money 
with which to pay premiums on life 
insurance policies which mature; 
Feb. 8, 1911, which then became worth 
$26,000 to him. Tebbetts, it is stated, 
had notified the insurance compary 
to apply part of the insurance money 
to trust estate obligations, A ques- 
tion having arisen in the bankruptcy 
proceedings as to the legality of this, 
the court is asked to settle that point. 

Estate Worth $38,836. 

April 17, 1906, Mrs. Ellen Mansur Teb- 
betts, wife of L. B. Tebbetts, died with- 
out having made a will. The petition 
states that she had property worth $38,- 
836.06 and that by agreement the heirs, 
including these trustees, distributed the 


‘estate among them without taking it 


into the Probate Court. An accounting 
as to this estate is asked. It is also 
prayed in the petition that the trustees 
be removed. 

The Breck children are living at 5465 
Bartmer avenue. Lloyd Rickart, the 
next friend. is the husband of Mrs. 
Breck’s sister.

For a nervous cough ani excellent 
remedy is the application of mustard 
plasters to the back for three nights. 
He said that if such a plaster is placed 
on the upper third of the spine the first 
night, followed by a plaster on the mid- 
dle third the second night, and a plaster 
on the lower third of the spine the third 
night, it would invariably relieve the 
cough.

‘He 
has had many followers in this line, and 
many men nowadays have a cough but 
are too stubborn to follow the advice 
of physicians, and then are ready to say

CO.S IGNORE NEW LAW 





JEFFERSON CrvY, Nov. 15.—The first 
indication that the new law giving to 
the State Superirgendent of Insurance 
power to supervise fire insurance rates 
and to regulate the prices charged for in- 


surance will be fought by the com- 


panies came to light today when ‘Supt. 


Frank Blake was advised that compa- 
nies had instructed their agents to put 


into effect what Blake terms “excessive 
rates’ in 78 towns which have been re- 
rated under the new law. 

Blake immediately sent letters and 
statements to agents, instructing them 
to pay no attention to the new rates, 
sent by the companies, because ‘they 
have not been filed. with the Insurance 
Department. . - 

“They have never convinced me,”’ shia 
Blake, “that the basis of schedules are 
i@qasonable and just. Until this Is done 
I have ruled no specifie rates eould be 
filed.’”’ 

This open fight between Blake and the 
companies presages a legal contest over 
the validity of the law. The companies, 
when Blake interferes with the agents, 
are expected to gO into the *Federal 
Couft and enjoin him. 

Attorney-General Major has under con- 
sideration a question submitted to him 
by Blake with reference to his legal 
right to accept the Waterworth and 
Fetter rates pending the re-rating of 
the State, and thus do away with the 
destructive rate-cutting on between 
agents.

PEKIN, Nov. 15.—The most important 
development at the capital today was 
the publication in the Official Gazette of 
Yuan Shi Kai’s expression of thanks to 
the throne for its appointment of him as 
Premier. This is regarded as tanta- 
mount to his acceptance of the office. 

Prince Ching and other members of 
with Yuan ‘Shi Kai, took occasion 
the nominal Cabinet, in conference 
tc point out the uncertainty of the 
Government, the retention of which 
depends on the caprice of the national 
assembly. Yuan Shi Kai, if he accepts 
the premiership, desires a fixed term of 
office, and he so stated to the regent. 
This must be obtained through the na- 
tional assembly and would be likely to 
arouse suspicion. It is considered Yuan 
Shi Kai may be considering the alterna- 
tive of the republic and may himself 
recommend the abdication of.the Em- 
peror. 

The throne will donate one tael to 
every soldier and policeman in Pekin, 
presumably to induce them to remain 
loyal. 

10,000 U. S. Treops Await Invasion

W'ASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—At the first 
indication that the revolutionists or the

IN ART SHOWN IN 
~ MUSEUM EXHIBIT 


“‘Two-by-Four’”’ Society’s Collec- 
tion Wins Admiration of 
Expert Critics. 


ST. LOUIS SCENERY SHOWN 
Native Beauties of Surrounding 


Territory Emphasized on 
Canvas Productions. 





The exhibition of the Two-by-Four 
Society, closing this week, at the City 
Art Museum is a notable demonstration 
ef the advance that is going on in St. 
Louis in the field of art. Four years 
ago the “Two-by-Four” artists had a 
collection in the museum, with which 
one who remembers it will naturally 
compare the present installation, and 
intervening’ collections have been held 
annually at the Artists’ Guild, but the 
present display in comparison is a great 
advance. 

The Two-by-Four Society is simply ‘a 
group of the earnest and sincere and 
active artists of St. Louis, who feel that 
they have something in common and 
can be helpful to each other.”’ The 
name no longer has anything to do 
with the size of the pictures, which in 
the present case include life-size figures. 
One canvass is 20 feet in length. 


St. Louis: Scenery Shown. 
Several members of the society exhibit 


pictures that do not make a very se- 
rious appeal, it is true, if considered as 
representing at their best these leading 
artists of a great city. But some of 
the pictures by. Dawson-Watson, E. H. 
Wuerpel, F. O. Sylvester, Charles P. 
Davis and Gustav~ Wolff and others 
would attract favorable attention in an? 
comprehengive exhibition of American 
art. In a beautiful St. Louis County 
landscape, “Sunshine and Shadow,”’ lent 
by Frank A. Ruf, Watson has given a 
creditable piece of painting and a tell- 
ing tribute to the attractiveness of the 
environs ofthis city. The rolling, tree- 
girt country, decked with harvest fields 
and lighted from a fine sky, is a happy 
thing to see. It is suggestive of a day 
to come when St. Louis will grow up to 
her magnificent natural site and be 
famous as one of the beautiful cities of 
the world. “The Bower’ is a charm- 
ing painting, of a nook in a 8t. Louis 
garden and a girl in a setting of foli- 
age, flowers and goyprds, and other 
paintings, monotypes, engravings and 
other works, including a mezzotint of 
W. K. Bixby’s Rembrandt, “The Man 
With the Silver Tocque,”’ show Watson 
& well-réunded artist. : 

Fine delicacy of sentiment and color 
is expressed in several of Wuerpel’s re- 
served landscapes. Decorative, and in- 
terpretive of nature’s poetry is ‘The 
Brook and the Birch.”” The spirit of 
early spring hovers over the canvas en- 
titled “Youth’s Tenderness.” This Is 
like a picture by Wuerpel in Bixby’s 
private gallery, where it impresses one 
with its beauty and refinement amid ex- 
amples of famous masters. A big paint- 
ing called “The Harbor,” a twilight view 
across a river, is striking, and perhaps 
the most important of Wuerpel’s ex- 
hibits. . 


River Views Impressive. 
Sylvester’s river scenes are sincere, 


and they poetically describe the city's 
great ‘artistic feature, the Mississippi, in 
some alluring aspects. Several of these 
paintings have been described in the 
Post-Dispatch. A tnoughtful painter of 
the landscape ig seen in Gustave Wolff, 


ij whose boldness of vision contrasts with 


Sylvester’s poetic gentleness, and 
Wuerpel’s philosophic reserve and gives 
an individual feeling to his pictures. 
One of the best mountain landscapes ex- 
hibited in St. Louis is Charles P. Davis’ 
“From Flat Top Mountain.” It is truth- 
telling, beautiful in color, good compo- 
sition and competently handled. 
Oscar E. Berninghaus, Gustav 
Goetsch, Fred G. Carpenter, M. P. Mc- 
Ardle, Arthur Mitchell, Gustav von 
Schlegell, Jesse N. Watson, R. P. Bring- 
hurst, Victor S, Holm, Car! G. Waldeck 
and F. Humphry W. Woolrych are the 
other members of this leading society 
of St. Louis and Western artists. Be- 
sides the paintings, there are many ex- 
amples of statuary and applied art, 
monotypes, etchings, mezzotints and 
other forms of art. Watson’s mezzotint 
of the Rembrandt is said to be the first 
ever published in St. Louis for the gen- 
eral public, though some other plates 
have been made by Watson fof the 
Franklin Club for private circulation. 
The sculpture by Robert P. Bring- 
hurst and Victor S. Holm includes many 
interesting statues, Bringhurst’s foun- 
tain, called “The Source,’’ is one of 
the popular exhibits and there is a 
movement among the Daughters of the 
Revolution -to present it to the Mu- 
seum. Holm is. one of the younger 
artists developing notable power... One 
of his exhibits is a statue of Giotto, 
the great painter-architect, who cre- 
ated the famous ‘“‘Campanile,”’ or Gi- 
otto's Tower. The master artist is con- 
ceived as looking up at the completed 
work, with intense satisfaction, as he 
Stands in a sort of Victor Hugo atti- 
tude. The statue is intended for the 
new Midway Plaisance in Chicago, 
which is being decorated with important 
works of sculpture by a number of 
leading nn artists in this field.

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Charles Von der Ahe Convicted 
of Forgery, but Apparently 
‘Had Been Overlooked. 


WOULDN’T NAME SLAYER 
Dies With Secret, Police Ask In- 
quest at Once to Prevent 
Gang “Frame Up” Story. 





Charles von der Ahée’s death, the 
second gang murder mystery within 
two weeks, convinced police officials 
Wednesday that they must again déal 
with the problem of Zang ethics, »y 
which dying feudists shield _ their 
slayers. The police thought that sort 
of thing had ended when, three years 
ago, they succeeded, after a long 
fight, in sending most of the leaders 
of the “Bottoms Gane” to the peni- 
tentiary. 

Von der Ahe, shot Tuesday night in 
a saloon at Twenty-first street and 
Lucas avenue, refused during an hour 
of consciousness afterward to reveal 


him. He was heard just after the 
shooting to call the man “Doc.” 


Inherited Traditions. 
He was a member, the police de- 


clare, of the “Nixie Fighters,” a band 
which seems to have inherited the 
methods and traditions of the Bot- 
toms Gang. It operates in the same 
neighborhood which a few years ago 
was infested by Tony Foley, Connie 
Sullivan, “Heavy” Connors and thir 
comrades. @ 

Edward Devine, killed in an alley 
near Twenty-second and Morgan 
street the night of Oct. 31, also was 
one of the “Nixie Fighters.” His 
death has remained a mystery. 

With several of the “Nixié Fight- 
ers? held on suspicion, Capt. Schoppe 
of the Carr Street Olice Station 
asked the Coroner Wednesday to hold 
the inquest during the afternoon, in- 
stead ‘of ‘waiting until Thursday 
morning. He feared that, in case of 
delay, the prisoners would “frame 
up” a story which might make the 
task of inquiry harder. 

Was Dragged to Street. 

At 9 p. m., Eidridge Montgomery, a 
negro porter, entered the saloon of John 
F. Byrne, 2131 Lucas avenue, where ne 
is employed. As he opened the swing- 
ing doors in the partition separating 
the bar from the front part df the sa- 
loon, Von der Ahe staggered out toward 
thre door. He was holding his hand to 
his stomach: $s ' 

“Oh, Doe, you shot me,” he exclaime’. 
according .to Montgomery, and_ then 
sank to the. floor. 

A short, well-dressed man followed 
Von der Ahe, and, assisting him to ‘his 
feet, dragged him west to Twenty-sec- 
ond street, Montgomery told the po- 
lice. 

William’ Jones, proprietor of a pool- 
room at 2218. Morgan street, 
short man half.carried Von der Ahe 
to the door of the poolroom, and, push- 
ing- him inside, 
street. | 

“Von der Ahe staggered to 
and requested me to cail for help,”’ said 
Jones. “I asked him if he was sick an4 
he replied that he had been shot and 
was dying.” 

Six Men Arrested, 
fired a shot in the air, which sum- 
moned Patrolman,Knibb of the Dayton 
Street District. The latter called an 
ambulance and Von der Ahe was hur- 
riéd to the City Hospital. The palice- 
man says he realized. Von der Ahe was 
dying and tried to obtain a statement 


jfrom him, but that the latter refused to 


talk. He died on the operating table at 
10:15. o'clock, having lost consciousness 
only a few minutes before. 

After the killing of Von der Ahe the 
police arrested about six men, includ- 
ze Mike Moynihan, bartender at 

yrne’s saloon. The latter said he did 
not know who had shot Von der Ahe. 

Partially Identified. 

“y didn’t know he was in the saloon,” 
Moynihan said. “I don’t know who was 
there. Montgomery was dreaming when 
he said he saw Von der Ahe carried 
from there.”’

Congressman Vreeland Says In- 
stead of Stopping Panics, 
They Spread Them. 


EXPLAINS ALDRICH PLAN 
Declares Reserve Association, 


Non-Profit-Making Would 
Provide a Remedy. 





Bankers constitute the 
nace to the existing financial system, 


jaccording to Congressman Edward B. 


Vreeland, vice chairman of the Na- 
tional Monetary Commission. In times 


-|of financial distress every banker in 


the United States begins calling in and 
hoarding his money as a protection to 
his stockholders tand depositors, instead 
of co-operating with every other banker 
in the country to snuff out the panic 
by massing money at the center of the 
disturbance, he declared. 

Congressman Vreeland departed for 
New York Tuesday night, after a two- 
days’ hearing in St. Louis on the Al- 
drich currency plan, devised to correct 
the evils in the existing system. In 
an interview with a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter at the Jefferson Hotel, Vreeland 
pointed out the defects in the present 
system, and showed how, in his opinion, 
the Aldrich plan would cure them. 

Money Panic Every 10 Years. 

“We have a money -panic in the 
United States about every ten years,” 
said Congressman. Vreeland. “These 
panics often come in the midst of an 
era of great prosperity. No man can 
tell when one of the devastating money 
cyclones is going to sweep over the 
country, leaving financial and indus- 
trial ruin in its pathway. 

“We have nearly 25,000 banks in the 
United States; 7200 Natiofial banks and 
17,000 state institutions. These banks 
fall apart in time of financial trouble. 
There is no cohesion among the 2,000 
banking units.: There is no keystone 
to our financial arch. Our system is all 
right when everything: is lovely, but 
when trouble comes, every banker be- 
gins looking out for his own interests,. 
The spirit of co-operation so badly need- 
ed is entirely lacking. Every bank from 
New York to San Francisco draws its 
money out of the reserve centers, leav- 
ing them powerless to handle the situa- 
tion. 

‘The United States is the only great 
country that has money panics. I be- 
lieve that panics are entirely prevent- 
able, and that under a stable currency 
system they would become a thing of 
the past. There is now no elasticity in 
our currency system to meet the needs 
of business. Every year the country 
produces crops worth $8,500,000,000, and 
there is always trouble getting enough

“Our system will give cohesion to the 
financial resources of the country, elas- 
ticity to the currency, and prevent the 
losses and sufferings incident to the 
great panics which we have had on 
an average of once every ten years,”’

The coming session of Congress 
may change the situation. I hope it 
will.

My. sympathies are with the pro- 
gressives in the fight to control the 
Republican party, but I have no way 
of knowing what strength they will 
show in a convention. I think they 
would be stronger in a primary than 
in a convention. 

Bryan delivered an extemporaneous 
talk to the Winona Association, a Pres- 
byterian educational body, at noon, with 
ebout 200 present in the parlors of the 
Southern. He was to leave in the 
evening for Louisville, Ky., to deliver

State Supreme Judges Decided 
in Favor of the Manu- 
facturer. 





St.Louis has no right to impose a 
tax on imported goods in the origina) 
package held by the importer for his 
own purposes, according to a decision 
of ‘the Supreme Court en banc at Jef- 
ferson City Tuesday. 

The decision was given in the case 
of the American Manufacturing Co., 
which contested the right of the city 
to levy a tax:-on jute putts importea 


manufactured into bagging. 

The manufacturing company contend- 
ed that the goods were exempt from 
taxation under the original package 
rule declared by the Supreme Court of 
the United States, but the city con- 
tended that the original package rule 
had no application, where the goods 
were being held by the manufacturer 
for his own purpose. The case involved 
a construction of the merchants’ and 
manufacturers’ tax levied by the city. 


Case Sent Back, 
The Court held that it was unreason- 


able to allow the manufacturing com- 
pany to import goods and hold them 
for a longer period than was neces- 
sary for manufacturing in the ordinary 
course of business, and as the record 
did not show whether this storage was 
for the ordinary course of business, 
the judgment of the Circuit Court that 
the goods were taxable was reversed 
with direction to the trial court to as. 
certain these facts. 

The case also involved the right of 
the city to levy a tax upon sales where 
made to persons residing outside of the 
State. On this point the Court sus- 
tained the trial Court and held that the 
city had: the’ right to tax such sales 
where the goods were delivered from 
the factory or warehouse in St. Louis. 


Another Point Involved. 
The case also involved another point, 


and that was the right of the city to 
fax sales of goods negotiated in Sst. 
Louis, but delivered from factories or 
warehouses in other states. The Court 
held that the ordinance, properly con- 
strued, was intended to cover sales ac- 
tually completed and shipments made 
from St. Louis, and that it was unnec- 
essary to decide whether, if the ordi- 
nance had authorized a tax upon sales 
of property which was not in St. Louis 
but delivered from other States, it 
would have been invalid as an attempt- 
ed regulation of interstate commerce. 
The Court sustained the ruling of the 
trial Court in denying the validity of 
this tax, and by granting a recovery 
0 the manufacturing company. 

The case was presented for the manu- 
facturing company by F. N. Judson and 
George R.° Lockwood, and for the city 
by City Counselor Walther and for- 
mer Assistant City Counselor Roude- 


bush,

Bravery and Clever Arrests Will 


Be Rewarded by Special 


Merit Marks. 


The Police Board has adopted the new 
rating system recommended by the 14 
captains of the’ department and modeled 


|on civil service lines. Only one change 


was made and that was in the com- 
parative rating for acts of bravery 
and clever arrests. 

The captains, perhaps in modesty, 
suggested that an act of bravery should 
entitle a policeman to 2% good marks, 
while an important arrest, in which he 
had shown good work, should enrich his 
rating by 50 marks.

Opinions of some St. Louis editors fol- 
low: 
HORATIO W. SEYMOUR, Editor of 
the St. Louis Republic: The decision 
is a great journclistic victory in estab- 
lishing the principle that the press has 


the right to comment on the acts of 
public officials. The Court has gone as 
far as it possibly could under the law 
of Missouri, which is not very advanced, 
in interpreting and asserting the right 
of the press, speaking for the publfec, to 
express opinions as to the conduct of 
public servants. It is a very great ad- 
vance on previous rulings under the 
law of libel in this State, which for 


Tmany years has been pretty well cal- 


culated to fetter what we know as a 


free press. 


EDWARD L. PREETORIUS, Pres- 
ident St. Louig Times: While the at- 
titude of the courts on this or any 
other subject is hardly a basis of com- 
ment, the fact stands out that, in Mis- 
sourt at least, the freedom of the press 
is preserved on the very important point 
of its right to discuss, without malice 
and in the public good, the course-of a 
government official. It will be a sorry 
day for the United States when a news- 
paper in good faith cannot inquire into 
the conduct of officeholders. The office- 
holder is happy to receive praise and 
the newspaper is equally.happy in be- 
stowing it; but there should never come 
atime when the press of America can- 
not freely and fully discuss the actions 
of public officials, ill or good, in relation 
to facts. 


NATHAN. FRANK, Proprietor of the 
St. Louis Star: The decision in the 
Cook case follows two of the Supreme 
Court of the State, decided this year, 
the Biener cases against the Star- 
Chronicle Publishing Co., in. which the 
Court has come to un intelligent view 
of the right of cormment. That Is to 
say, that whenever tre matter is a mat- 
ter of public int«rest and the comment 
is based on facts, whether the deduc- 
tions are true or untrue, if. made in 
good faith, they are not libelous, pro- 
vided the evidence shows the facts are 
as stated. The whole subject turns on 
the defamatory character O&the state- 
ments.

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A NOTABLE DECISION. 

The decision of the State Supreme Court in the 
Cook case has far greater significance than the 
reversa] of an unjust verdict involving $50,000 
against the Post-Dispatch. It is a victory for the 
freedom of the press in Missouri. It affirms under 
the law the right of every newspaper published in 
this State to expose and condemn the impropriety 
and wrongdoing of public officials; to criticize 
freely, vigorously, feavlessly the acts and policies 
of public officers. The only conditions are that 
the comment be truthful, based upon fact and 
written in good faith. On the right of fair and 
honest comment the decision is clear and to the 
point: 

The legal propositions involved by appel- 
lant that a newspaper has the right fairly 
and honestly to comment upon a matter of 
public interest, and that the official conduct 


of a public officer is a matter of public inter~ 
est, are well settled. 


The Court goes beyond the mere right of a news- 
paper to print all the news and comment justly 
thereon. It recognizes the function and duty of 
a newspaper to inform the public concerning pub- 
lic affairs and to direct the public’s attention to 
official dereliction and evil governmental condi- 
tions. The newspaper should not only pfint the 
news, but it should direct public attention to its 
significance. It must not only expose wrongdoing 
affecting public interests, but it must condemn it 
and call public attention to fhe necessity of re- 
form. The press is the instrument of publicity 
and the guardian of the,public welfare, Concern- 
ing this phase of journalistic duty the Court says: 

It is the duty of a public newspaper, 
such as is owned and conducted by these 
defendants, to tell the people, ite sub- 
scribers, its readers, the facts that tt may 
find out about public questions, or mat- 
ters_of public interest, and it is tts duty 
and right to draw inferences from the 
facts known, draw them for the people. 

The right of free speech, of open discussion and 
criticism of public officials by the people is vig- 
orously affirmed in the decision: 


The people are not obliged to speak of the 
conduct of their officials in whispers or in 
bated breath in a free government, but only 
in a despotism. On the contrary, they have a 
right to speak out in open discussion and 
criticiam thereof, the only test being that 
they make no false statement. And this is 
the great safeguard of free government and 
of pure government.

There never was a clearer case of official dere- 
liction than that of former Secretary of State Cook 
in the Salmon Bank case. Maj. Salmon was 
high in the councils of the State Democratic or- 
ganization. His bank was insolvent for years, 
but was permitted to keep open and involve hun- 
dreds of innocent, confiding depositors in its ruin. 

In calling attention to this dereliction and the 
significant connection of Maj. Salmon with the 
dominant party the Post-Dispatch did a public 
service. It contributed powerfully to the down- 
fall of the disreputable Democratic machine and 
iis leaders. 

The Post-Dispatch feels that the money and la- 
bor of defending and winning this suit have bee 
well expended in the service of the press and peo- 
ple of Missouri. The effort to muzzle the inde- 
pendent, courageous press has been defeated. Mis- 
souri newspapers are free to do their full duty. 
Judge Kennish, who wrote this admirable and 
comprehensive opinion, with Judge. Ferriss and 
Brown, who concurred in it, have performed in- 
vaiuable service to the State. They have con- 
firmed the right of free speech, established the 
liberty and independence of the press and 
strengthened the bulwarks of free government.

Qn the one hand, it is held that a concern of 
the history, form of organization, magnitude and 
business methods of the Implement Trust is, un- 
der Missouri law, an illegal concern that must be 
‘denied the right to operate here, and as a pen- 
alty for past defiance of law, it must pay a fine 
ef $50,000 into the State treasury. 
Representatives of Big Business complain that 
trust agitation leaves them uncertain as to what 
is atid is not legal. What cause for uncertainty 
ie left by this clear-cut decision? No corporation 
that does not resemble the Implement Trust is 
given ground for uneasifiess. Past Federal deci- 
sions give no cause for uneasiness to corporutions 
that do not resemble the Naval Stores Trust, the 
Glass Trust, the Standard Oil Trust, the Tobacco 
Trust, the Hlectric Trust, the Bath Tub Trust. No 
lawful business privilege is impaired. Not a dol- 
lar’s worth of legitimate property is destroyed. 
Missouri farmers need plows and reapers snd 
mowers, and those now engaged in profitable 
manufacture of those machines may keep on sell- 
ing them here, if they abandon an illegal crgani- 
gation in which they have associated themselv.s. 
The State’s plenary powers in dealing with 
trust evils are again shown by this decision. 
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Having fixed the cause of the defeat of the 
bridge bonds to his own satisfaction, Councilman 
Espenschied will resume operations at the old 
stand with a higher respect for the prejudices of 
the small taxpayer, but not for his discretion.

GIRL FOUGHT BURGLAR 


He Groans in Springfield (Mass. ) 
Courtroom as Witness Tells 
of Murder. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Nov. 15.—Nev- 


er in any of the big, - modern murder 
trials of America has a prisoner given 





Regular fifty-cent and one- }, 


guch open, abject and hysterical exhi- 
bitions of fear and horror as Bertram 
Spencer, charged. with the killing of 
Miss Martha B. Blackstone, a young 
school teacher, and attempting the life 
of her friend, Miss Harriet Dow, an- 
other public school] instructor. 

Every few minutes the man who, the 
police say, traveled from coast to coast 
in the United States, committing prob- 
ably as many as 100 burgiaries and out- 
rages, coolly, successfully, pistol in hand, 
and never before caught or eyen sus- 
pected, would gasp in terror at the evi- 
dence that struck in against him, or 
would fall into a storm of. weeping 
that dwindled to intermittent choking 
sobs. 

Once during the opening speech of 
District: Attorney Callahan, when the 
lawyer was picturing the actual crime 
with harsh and vivid directness, Spencer 
leaped up in his cage, threw out his long 
gaunt. arms and yelled, “Oh, my God, 
stop! My God, stop! stop!” .but the 
little red-haired, sharp-featured, cold- 
eyed prosecutor only turned to look 
witheringly at him in response to the 
plea, and then towards his counsel, and 
said contemptuously: “Don't you think 
this action of his is a little premature?” 

Holds Wife's Fingers. 
At the touch of the hand of the jailer 


beside him the prisoner collapsed upon 


the bench and moaned and writhed. On 
his other side, separated from him by 
the grated wall of the cage, were his 
wife and mother. The pretty young 
woman was able to thrust only two 
fingers through one. of the squares of 
the cage in an effort to touch his arm 
comfortingly. He grasped the two fin- 
gers in his big muscular hand and held 
to them for a long time. 

But worse than the district attorney's 
opening attack in sharp, rasping periods 
was the story by the little soft-voiced 
New England school ma’am, whom, it 
is asserted, ne tried to kill after he 
murdered Miss Blackstone. Miss Harriet 
Dow said it wae in fighting to save her 
mother’s HNfe that she herself was shot 
down by the burgiat who invaded the 
Dow home... 

“Mother turned to run out of the room 
and he lifted his revolver and aimed it 
at her back. I had been screaming 
hysterically, but when I saw him do 
that I picked up a.chair and flung it 
at him. He dodged and said, ‘Very 
well, if you want to die—then die,’ and 
he shot me in the head.” 

“Oh God! God!" groaned Spencer. 
He crumpled in a heap, gurgling and 
sobbing. The two gentle-mannered 
sisters, Miss Harriet and Miss Lucy 
Dow, and their slender, equally gen- 
tle-voiced mother, in giving testi- 
mony, never once looked towards the 
prisoner, never once made any emo- 
tional show against him. Each testi- 
fied that she was unable to identify 
Spencer absolutely as the man who 
had come to rob them in their home, 
and murdered their guest. 


Face Was Muffled. 


They said that the lower part of 
the burglar’s face was muffled in a 
big black handkerchief, and that he 
had worn a black slouch hat pulled 
far down over his eyes. They could 
see little of his countenance: but 
they vividly pictured to the jury the 
scene before the burglar’s invasion— 
the four unprotected women seated 
about a round tablee in the light of 
a big lamp in the cosy parlor of the 
home the two school teachers main- 
tained for their mother. 

Miss Blackstone, described by the 
District Attorney as “an irablé 
young woman, living with her pa- 
rents in Springfield, teaching the 
young, active in church affairs, a 
sweet, pretty and true young woman, 
with a wide circle of loving friends,” 
had accepted Miss Harriet’s invitation 
to dinner. Dinner finished, they had 
all gone into the parlor, and were 
sitting engrossed in trying to solve 
an intricate picture puzzle. 

Suddenly Miss Harriet startled the 
serene little group by uttering a sharp 
scream. Chancing to look up from the 
puzzle papers before her, she had seen 
@ tall, gaunt, masked man standing in 
the doorway leading to the dining room. 

“He waved his arms at us as we all

bandana-sized black neck-cloth, a 
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electric dark lantern. They said they 
had seen those things on the person of 
the murderer. 

To Miss Lucy Dow was shown a bead- 
ef belt woven im Indian design end a 
yaluable pearl, brooch. She identified 
each as her property—the belt “a Christ- 
mas gift, the pearls the birthday gift 
of an uncle. They had been stolen from 
a bureau drawer in her bedroom. Her 
sister, and mother identified them also 
as the property of Mies Lucy. : 

Hatfal of Jewels. 

Following the woman came the testi- 
mony of three police inspectors who had 
raided Spencer's home immediately fol- 
lowing his arrest. They testified they 
had taken away a hatful and six pock- 
etfuls of jewels from his home—stick- 

ins, watches, brooches and rings, all 


Ss ticles of women’s adornment. They 


told of finding the reyolver and elec- 
tric dark lantern secreted under the pil- 
lows of Spencer’s bed. In a closet they 
found three black neck cloths or masks 
and the leather belt and pistol hoister. 
They identified the beaded work belt 


and brooch of Miss Lucy Dow as being 


among the large collection of jewelry 
that they found in many hiding places 
in Spencer’s home. 

The District Attorney produced a bul- 
let which had been found in.the room 
where Miss Dow was shot. The bullet 
had glanced off her forehead. There Is
